Unconfirmed reports said one 


person was killed and two were 
wounded when police came to 
the shopkeepers' rescue and ex* 
changed fire with the students 
In the southeast part of the city, 


But the Isolated skirmishes 


were nothing like the large-* 
scale combat between students 
and police and soldiers Monday 
night and Tuesday, when 15 per* 
sons were killed, 


A police motorcycle was set 


afire near the Mexican Olympic 
committee headquarters, guard- 
ed by troops, Striking students 
also burned at least five buses 
and two street cars, 


Police 
meanwhile sought a 


mysterious group of thugs who 
roamed the streets on two pre- 
vious nights, shooting up six 
schools and beating up students, 


One newspaper said a 28- 


year-old man told police of 
being kidnaped by members of 
a 
right-wing student 
group 


called 
MURO and threatened 


with death if he took part in the 
student demonstrations, 


Since July 26, the students 


have been striking and demon- 
strating to back up demands for 
a guarantee of university auton- 
omy from government interfer- 
ence, firing of three top police 
officials, disbanding of the riot 
police and repeal of antlsubver- 
slon laws, 


President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz 


contends professional agitators 
and Communists are directing 
the demonstrators. The students 
have admitted that outsiders 
participated in their demonstra- 
tions but said efforts were being 
made to discourage them. 


Fearing that the students, in 


an attempt to gain concessions, 
would try to seize the Olympic 
Stadium on the national univer- 
sity e&mpus before the opening 
of the 1968 Olympic Games Oct. 
12, the government sent troops 
to occupy the campus Sept. 18. 


Two miles from the campus, 


about 2,000 athletes are at the 
Olympic Village training for'the 
games. Theresas been-no'lndi- 
cation so far that unrest In the 
capital would force cancellation 
of the games, but it seems cer- 
tain that many foreign specta- 
tors will cancel plans to attend.

WASHINGTON (AP) - liv- 


ing costs rose tnree*tenths of 1 
per cent last month, continuing 
1968's sharpest price spiral in 17 
years, the government reported 
today, 


Big increases for food and 


housing caused most of the Au* 
gust rise which continued this 
year's jump In living costs at an 
annual rate of 4 per cent or 
more. 


The latest jump boosted the 


Labor Department's Consumer 
Price Index to 121.9. This means 
it cost $12.19 last month for ev- 
erv $10 worth of goods and serv- 
ices In the 1957-59 period on 
which the Index Is based. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics reported at the same time 
that average weekly earnings of 
some 45 million rank and file 
workers hit a record peak of 
$109.16, up 29 cents. But the rise 
In living costs more than wiped 
out the monthly wage gain.

Buffum said the title was 


"clearly tendentious and preju- 
dicial," and he added: "We are 
confident that, as In the past, 


this question will again be de» 
elded on its merits and that tfis 
assembly will o«ee more reject 
the effort to deprive the ftept*» 
ic of (Nationalist) China of its 
proper role In the united Na« 
lions," 


The closest the Red Chinese 


cause came to victory was a tie 
41*41 vote In 1965. Last yeir the 
assembly voted 38-45 against 
Red China, with 11 members ab- 
staining. 


The Soviet Union was not 


among those countries that pro 
posed the question for the agen- 
da this year. But In the steering 
committee, despite Its Ideologi* 
cal quarrel with Red China, it 
supported the campaign to ad- 
mit Peking. 


Over Soviet opposition, the

And the story is essentially 


a true-life report. It is based on 
the experiences of the Trapp 
family, top folk-song group of 
Austria who had to leave their 
homeland and find refuge in our 
New England when Kilter seized 
Vienna, 


But it's not a war story. The 


Nazis move in only at the very 
end. And at the very end you found 
yourself thinking last night of a 
deadly parallel — the Russian 
march into Czechoslovakia. 


"The Sound of Music," how- 


ever, is an altogether happy 
story. You'll know what I mean 
when you see it—the picture that 
has outdrawn "Gone With the 
Wind" and every other.

parents, 
education, 
economic 


status and the like. In recent 
presidential elections they have 
swung in the same ..direction as 
their elders, although slightly to 
the Democratic side of the 
over-all population. 


Education—The tendency is to 


picture young voters as ranks of 
college students. But only about 
16 per cent of the 21-24 age 
group is on campus and the 
greater part of it never has 
been. About 3.7 million of the 
nation's 6.7 million college stu- 
dents are too young to vote even 
though the voting age drops be- 
low 21 in Alaska, Hawaii, Ken- 
tucky and Georgia. 


Furthermore, the 1964 partici- 


pation record even of college- 
trained 21-to-24-year-olds was 
worse than the turnout of 45-to- 
64-year-olds who had only an 
eighth-grade education. 


Despite the young voter's 


record, each major party de- 
votes countless time and energy 
to enlist his support. For the po- 
liticians, more than a vote in 
November is at stake. There's 
the chance to recruit volunteer 
labor for the foot-soldier jobs of
